Dear John, 

You may recall that you telephoned me last Decem- 
ber 20th concerning Mr. Kuznetsov's invitation to me 
to visit Moscow. At the time you thought this might 
be a good thing to do and suggested that it be men- 
tioned to the President. 

Yesterday, I received the enclosed communication 
from Mr. A. Petrosyants, Chairman of the State 
Committee of the Council of Ministers of the USSR 
for the Utilization of Atomic Energy, inviting me to 
visit the Soyiet Union and informing me that during 
my visit the Soviets would be prepared to sign a new 
Memorandum on Cooperation in the Field of the Utili- 
zation of Atomjlc Energy for Peaceful Purposes. Mr. 
Petrosyants has noted that the first Memorandum 
agreement was signed by you and Professor Emelyanov 
in Washington in 1959 and has suggested that it would 
be appropriate to sign the new agreement in Moscow. 

I believe that in addition to the advantages of 
extending the arrangements for exchanges in the 
peaceful uses, the earlier agreement has provided 
an important line of informal communication with the 
Soviets that should be kept opep. Moreover, a visit 
to the Soviet Union in connection with the signing 
of a new agreement would enable me to engage in direct 
discussions with Soviet scientists, many of whom I 
know personally, and thus obtain a firsthand impres- 
sion of the state of advancement of Soviet science, 
especially in the peaceful uses of atomic energy. 

This might permit other useful extrapolations.
